Therefore, the argument in the office action of 8/3/3 as to why claim 9 does not 
further limit claim 1 , dependent as it was on the amended portion (i.e., "another signal line...") of claim 1 , stands.Remaining arguments of 
traverse are drawn to the claim language of the proposed amendment rather than the language of the claims examined for the final office 
action. Finally, with regard to "Preliminary Matters", examiner finds no evidence of any Office Action in the prosecution of the Japanese 
application in the 1449 Forms filed to date.
